M’CORMICK’S STATEMENT. 

(BY DIRECT DisPaTcH. } 
CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Jan. 10.—Cyrus H. McCor- 
mick, president of the International 
Harvester Company, gave out to- 
night the following interview: 

I have before me a telegraphic 
summary with direct quotations 
from the report unanimously ren- 
de by the Senate sibcommittee 
whi spent several months last 
year investigating the importation 
of Yucatan sisal fiber and the manu- 
facture of binder twine in the United 


States. 
“This report, signed by Senators 
Ransdell of Louisiana, Gronna of 


North Dakota and Wadsworth of 
New York, finds, in effect, that the 
grain farmers of the United States 
are being taxed $12,000,000 a year 
in the increased cost of their binder 
twine, solely through the operations 
of a foreign monopoly financed and 
made effective by a combination of 
American bankers. 

MONOPOLY FOREIGN ONE. 
“It shows plainly that neither the 
International Harvester Company 


ufacturer is or has been in any de- 
gree responsible for the Increase of 
the price of binder twine, but that 
it is wholly due to the control of 
the sisal production by the Yucatan 
monopoly, financed by American 
capital. The report recommends to 
the Department of Justice such ac- 
tion as the facts developed by the 
subcommittee’s inquiry warrant. It 
also recommends such representa- 
tion by the State Department to the 
de facto government of Mexico as 
may relieve American agriculture 
from the excessive increases in the 
price of binder twine imposed by the 
Yucatan monopoly. 

NINE-CENT ADVANCE. 
“Refore the Yucatan monopoly be- 
came effective through its financial 
support by American bankers the av- 
erage price of sisal fiber over a long 
period was 5% cents per pound. 
The present price is 14% cents. Ac- 
cording to experts this means an 
addition of $12,000,000 a year to the 
American farmers’ twine bill.

Human nature may be 
the same basicly, but there is so marked 
a diversity of taste in religions ritual and 
ceremony that it is perhans well that they 
should all be adequately catered for. Tem- 
perament and emotionalitm must enter to 
a considerable extent into religious ob- 
servance and the wide vrovision for a d. 
versity of opinion, thoneh all accepting the 
basic faith and worshiping the identical 
Deity, is not necessarily a disadvantace. 

Tnti? the public announcement is made 
from the Vatican we shall not know the 
extent of the Pope's hopes and wishes in 
this direction. 
bitterness and bigotry, to presage a reign 
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of religious tolerance and sympathetic un- 
derstanding, to make for co-operation and 
unity of effort, it will meet with a wide re- 
sponse throughout the world. But if it 
aims for an actual merging of the churches, 
towards the complete conformation of all 
creeds to one ritual, it is doncelvable that 
the movement will engender little but strife 
and antagonism.
